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George Martin ran and 
hid for two days in corn 
fields with four women, 
also Rumanian refugees. 
That was just the begin- 
ning of the Brunswick- 
Juventus goalkeeper’s 
Struggle to flee from 
behind the fron Curtain. 


He left his home at 11pm on a sum- 
mer’s night in July and walked for three 
hours with the women who asked him to 
take them slong and help them out of 
Romania te meet their husbands and 
families who already had gone to the 
West. 

Thay crossed the border into Yugos- 
lavia at 2 am the following morning and 
continued hiding in cormfields, advan- 
cing towards the Austrian border. 

The journey was so tiring. not to men- 
tion dangerous, that two of the women 
gave themselves up to the Yugoslav au- 
thorities to face possible deportation 
back to Rumania. 

Martin and the other two survived on 
raw corn and vegetables out of the 
ground and by drinking the juice of the 
young corn. 

This was the only way Martin saw 
themselves able to succeed as he feared 
the locals would call the police ff ap- 
proached by foreigners. 

Eventually they realised that the Aust- 
rian border was too far away to reach by 
foot so they hitch-hiked about 400 ki- 
lometers after hiding and sleeping in hay 
stacks out in the open fields. 

When they got within reach of the 
border they made a run for a hill behind 
which was freedom. 

However the tired women could not 
last any more and 100 meters from the 
border the Yugoslav army apprehended 
all three of them. 

Martin was separated from the 
two women In a local refugee jall 
where he spent 15 days. After that 
he wap transferred to a large refu- 
gee camp in Belgrade where ho was 
locked up far four months until all 
the security checks had been com- 
pleted. 

All this time he pleaded with the Yu- 
gosiav authorities to fet him go to either 
America or Australla as he was a goal- 
keeper and wanted to coritinue playing. 

He had played for Jimbolid in the 
second division and had 11 years of ex- 
Perience behind him. 

As a 27-year-old he also had a [ot in 
front of him, and the authorities acknow- 
ljedged that he was a champion in his 
own right. 

He had worked for the Rumanian 
police as a clerk and had participated in 
the police games where he was a 
champion at 100 meters, shot put, long 
jump and high jump. 

Besides ali that he was a top player 
on the books of First Division side UTA 
Arad. 

The Yugoslavs advised him that if he 
wanted to continue playing he had 
better go to Australia as soccer was 
dead in America. 

Martin then went to see the Austral- 
ian Embassy in Belgrade where he was 
interviewed by a lady officer who ap- 
proved his refugee application and even 
talked to him about the standard of 
soccer in Australia and how goalkeepers. 
like him were rare down under. 

A few days fater Martin was on a 
plane flying to Melbourne.

BUNGLE PUTS 
ROZIC OUT 
OF ACTION 


A bureaucratic bungle in Yugoslavia has 
sidelined Sydney Croatia’s star import, 
Vedran Rozic, the former captain of Hajduk 
Split. 


Rozic is unable to play again for Sydney Croatia until FIFA 
investigates the matter. 


ASF secretary Brian Emery said the ASF received a telex 
from the Yugoslav federation saying that Rozic was clear to play 
in Australia after May 20. A second telex confirmed that Rozic 
could play for Sydney Croatia. 

Last week, however, the Yugoslav Federation contacted the 
ASF again to say that it had not received a clearance from 
Hajduk Split. 

“The federation has asked us to withhold Rozic’s registration,” 
Emery said. 

“We have telexed FIFA with the facts and FIFA will try to find 
out how it could be that the Yugoslav Federation cleared Rozic 
twice and then asked for the clearance to be withdrawn. 

“It is a farcical situation. We are backing up Croatia’s right to 
use the player, as all the usual procedures were followed before 
he was registered. The foul-up has occurred at the Yugoslav 
end J 


A product of Hajduk Split’s immensely productive youth sys- 
tem, Rozic made his debut for the Adriatic coast club in 1972 and 
participated in most of its subsequent triumphs, which have in- 
cluded three Yugoslav League and six Yugoslav Cup successes. 

This outstanding domestic record has enabled Hajduk to 
become a regular participant in European club competitions. 

Just five months ago, Rozic appeared for the Hadjuk team ° 
beaten by Tottenham in the UEFA Cup semi final on the away 
goal ruling. - 7 . 

The away goal ruling also robbed him of possible Champions’ - 
Cup glory in 1980, when SV Hamburg won a semi final berth . 
through the same unsatisfactory method. i ae

South Melbourne Hellas fans tend to feel a 
bit sorry for young players like Angie Post- 
ecoglou, John Kanesoulis and Con Kiakos 
who come into the senior team as spare parts 
men to replace injured or suspended stars, 
and then are dropped again when the side is 








back to full strength. 


No hard feelings by the players themselves, 


though. 


They’re happy enough 
just to get a go. 

The established stars, how- 
ever, must be feeling a bit of 
pressure. 

When Postecoglou, for 
example, played left back 
against Makedonia two weeks 
ago, he ranked alongside 
Robbie Dunn and Bobby Rus- 
sell as one of the heroes of the 


game. 

Not only did he set up the 
winning goal for Hellas’s Doug 
Brown, but he also stopped two 
at the other end. 

Rarely has Hellas had as 
many talented young players 
— and the reason can be 
traced back to the under 10s of 
about nine years ago. 

It was in that team that 
Postecoglou, Manny Anezakis 
and Greg Kassidas got their 
start.

xis, and so emerged the 
nucleus of today’s Hellas youth 
team, which is on top of the 
Victorian youth Jeague ladder 

Participation in the Victor- 
ian State League last year 
marked a crucial stage in the 
development of these players.

When Hellas won a berth in 
the State League, it decided to 
take the opportunity to provide 
its best young players with ex- 
perience. 

They finished last, but des- 
pite the disappointments and 
the hard knocks, the players 
matured remarkably. 


“Losing every week was 
very hard for us, of course, but 
as a learning process, it was 
tremendous,’’ said Post- 
ecoglon, who turned 19 on 
MOnday of last week. 


“When the Victorian Youth 
League started this year, our 
entire State League team took 
a place in that competition, 
and with the pressure off us, 
we suddenly found it much 
easier, our confidence went up 
and we were able to express 
ourselves much more freely on 
the park. 

“Our coach, Tony Brown, 
has done a tremendous job or- 
ganising the team, and every- 
one’s still improving a hell of a 
lot.”’ 

Postecoglou advocates an

father, Leo, is the Hellas pres- 
ident. 

It’s quite amazing that Post- 
ecoglou failed to be chosen to 
represent Victoria as a junior. 
However, he did play for regio- 
nal representative teams and 
the Prahran High School team 
which he captained, won the 
junior and intermediate all- 
high schools championship. 


His team-mates at Prahran 

High included Harry Mavridis 
who now plays for the Hellas 
youth team, and brilliant for- 
ward Ayhan Patsaman who's 
starring alongside former Soc- 
ceroo Joe Picioane at Royal 
Richmond, 
Postecoglou was a midfielder 
throughout his junior years. 
And in the under 10s, he was 
runner-up to Greg Kassidas in 
the goalscoring honors. 

‘My switch to defence in the 
State League last year, was 
quite easy.

How long will it take for the 
NSL administrators to admit tha 
the national league concept in 
all its forms, is unworkable and 
impractical and that it’s putting 
clubs into a position where they 
may destroy themselves.

The purpose of this article is to 
put forward an attractive format of 
State-based super leagues, with a 
national play-off compeition at the end 
of the season. 

But first, let’s remember what hap- 
pened last year, when the NSL was en- 
larged and split into two. At that time, 
we agreed to give the NSL clubs voting 
power on the Victorian Soccer Feder- 
ation and that there would be automatic 
promotion and relegation between the 
NSL and the State Leagues. In addition, 
the States were to have representation 
on an NSL committee, which was to 
have been chaired by ASF president Sir 
Arthur George. That committee never 
has met, yet the Victorian Soccer Feder- 
ation has had NSL officials John Branov 
and Tony Kovac at all our board meet- 
ings. 

Now, when the NSL’s voting powers 
on the VSF are about to be brought into 
effect, we learn through the NSL’s paper 
on league reorganisation that promotion 
from the State Leagues should no longer 
be automatic. 

That suggestion clearly contravenes

More to the point, though, the States 
must create their own premier, or super 
leagues, made up of the present NSL

At the end of the season, the ASF 
should run the national play-offs....pro- 
bably from September to November. 

In Victoria, the VSF can offer a top- 
class league, with prize-money of $25,000 
plus $5,000 for a Cup competition to be 
contested only by the premier league 
clubs. 

The league could have its own admin- 
istrator, promotions, publicity, and 
marketing, all for an affiliation fee of 


Of that figure, $6,000 would be for the 
running of the competition, including 
wages, and the other $1,000 would be in- 
vested by the various federations on a 
short-term basis, and used to pay for the 
running of the national play-offs at the 
end of the year. 

In Victoria, the NSL clubs already pay 
$1,500 each for VSF membership, so 
they'd be up for only $5,500 more. 

Yet under the NSL executive com- 
mittee’s proposal for league rest- 
ructuring, the clubs would be up for 
about $27,000, it would need a turnover 
of about $120,000, All that work, and for 
what? 

NSL clubs have been paying high af- 
filiation fees for years now. Had they 
kept that money in the bank, they would 
have been able to buy their own grounds 
and put up grandstands and social clubs.

the NSL itself is to blame. Fans are 
creatures of habit. THey want to see 
their team every week. They didn’t see 
those teams during the international se- 
ries, so perhaps they found new interests 
during that time. Let’s not forget 
though, that the NSL, through a crazy 
fixtures programme that has a club 
paymg away from home perhaps three 
weeks in a row, has been alienating its 
fans for a long time. 

This problem would not exist in State 
super leagues. 

And let’s face it, the NSL, especially 
this year, has been nothing more than a 
glorified State League competition — 
what with its regions and sub-regions. 

The league argues that the Queens- 
land and South Australian teams would 
suffer by returning to State leagues, be- 
cause those States do not have strong 
competitions. As far as Brisband Lions 
and Brisbane City are concerned, 
though, they aren’t drawing crowds in 
the National League. Can anyone really 
say that they will draw less crowds ina 
State League? 

And in South Australia, I’m sure that 
Adelaide Juventus and West Adelaide 
Hellas would continue attracting their 
spectators against clubs like Azzurri, 
Croatia and Polonia. And the latter 
three would draw bigger crowds be- 
cause the fans want to see them playing 
against the “‘big two.” 

And let’s reiterate that these clubs 
immediately would save $20,000 in af- 
filiation fees! 

It’s more than that, really, for in addi- 
tion to the affiliation fees they have been 
paying this year (the NSL currently is 
trying to get an additional $10,000 from 
each club) the cost of air fares for the 
intra-conference challenge rounds were 
deducted from gate receipts. 

I speak as the ninth member of the 
VSF board of management — elected 
from the floor and independent of any 
club or league. My only concern is to see 
soccer going ahead and to see that every 
club steers clear of ruin. 

Can any responsible NSL official 
stand up in front of his committee this 
week and ask for $27,000 for NSL affilia- 
tion in the light of all the league’s past 
failures? I doubt it.

it was on November 19, 1983 
that Martin arrived in Melbourne 
after his four-month ordeal, Over 
here he met up with loan Pit of 
Sunshine-George Cross, also a 
refugee against whom he played 
back home in the Second Divi- 
sion.

and barbecues in the summer months and not 
come to the soccer? 

The season gets changed back, we re-ar- 
range the deck chairs once again and — if 
nothing has been gained — surely nothing has 
been lost. 

That the idea carried no major risk ap- 
peared to have been just one fact overlooked 

y its opponents. 

But there were plenty more published at the 
time in a swank, studiously prepared report 
which numbered 180 pages and, with its appen- 
dix, weighed two kilos. 

The most straightforward argument in 
favor of summer soccer was, and is, that 
soccer thereby would not compete directly 
with other types of football. 


That was after all the reason the Americans 
chose to play in summer and, even with the 
current decline in the fortunes of the NASL, 
would not dream of reverting to winter. 


But to pretend that a fear of Rugby is the 
only reason one might entertain playing in 
summer is to totally miss the point. 


The overriding strength of the pro-summer 
argument is that soccer, far from relying on 


possible defectors from the Rugby populace, 
in fact needs to boost its patronage from a 
passive, almost dormant sector of the popu- 
lation — people who find it inconvenient or un- 
comfortable to attend in the winter 
but who come, naturally, out of their hiberna- 
tion in summer. 


But that was all pie in the sky to some of the. 


idea’s opponents who conveniently over- 


looked many other persuasive facts contained 
in the report. 
Let’s take another look at some of them. 


FACT: Summer soccer would not be some 
lunatic aberration exclusive to Australia. 
There are at least 16 countries in the world 
playing soccer in the summer, all but two of 
them from the soutehrn hemisphere. Apart 
from the U.S and Canada, there is South Afri- 
ca, no less than 11 countries from the rather 
warm continent of Asia, and, oh yes, Brazil, 
where they tell me, some of the best football 
in the ward is played. 


FACT: Currently Australia is the only 
country in the world which both has a major 
competitor to soccer for an audience and 
elects to play its soccer in the same season as 
that competitor. It’s like opening a jewellery 
shop across the road from Tiffany’s — and 
that, folks, is madness. 


FACT: Contrary to the mongers of fear 
over the mid-summer heat, evening tempera- 
tures in the hottest month of January average 
in the low to mid 20s, no higher in fact than 
daytime temperatures in the months of 
March, April, late September and October, 
when soccer is currently being played. 


FACT: Matches can be called off because of 
extreme heat in summer, as they are being 
called off because of extreme rain in winter 
(although matches have never been called off 
because of extreme cold). 


FACT: No medical authority, including our 
much-respected Dr Brian Corrigan, spoke 
against summer soccer. From them there 


seems no fear of the temperatures or even of 
the humidity provided some precautions are 
taken. 

FACT: The original report proposed that 
the season takes a three-week break between 
Christmas and the second week in January. 
This would mean that the real summer heat 
would affect only about nine weeks of a 30-odd 
week season, and soccer would not compete 
with the peak holiday period. 

FACT: The report also insisted that 
matches are played at night, preferably on a 
week night, leaving people free on weekends 
to pursue their other forms of summer enter- 
tainment. 

FACT: And where soccer in this particular 
country is concerned this is a very big FACT. 
Media, particularly newspaper, coverage 
would increase in summer as opposed to the 
winter when the papers clamber over each 
other in a quest to woo the League or Rules 
public. 

FACT: Because no one suggests that ALL 
soccer changes to summer, all the people acti- 
very involved in soccer outside the national 
league would suddenly become potential 
spectators. If you don’t believe that, just ask 
one or two of the players from the country’s 
hundreds of amateur clubs who had to play 
games while they could have been watching 
Juventus play in June. 

And there’s one more FACT which is more 
a personal kink of mine but which I'll amplify 
anyway. 

And that concerns the insane pace with 
which our game is increasingly played, some- 
thing the warmer conditions of summer might 
just be able to remedy. 


At the moment, it seems sheer speed and 
physical brutality — all too often misnamed as 
“character” and ‘‘application”’ — is sufficient 
to ovecome the technical limitations of our 
players. 

The viiolent, tackle-after-tackle staccato 
that characterises every game is, I believe, 
soccer’s biggest killer and the thing that keeps 
away if not these who have never been to a 
soccer match, certainly those who would 
otherwise like to come. 


Playing the game at 23 degrees rather than 
12, might slow things down just a little and 
players might end up with time and room to 
play the ball rather than the man. 

Which reminds me of the players, many of 
whom seemed to have objected, perhaps nat- 
urally, to the idea of summer soccer. 

In fact, if you follow my line of thinking 
where summer soccer equals slower games 
equals more room for skill, it is the players 
who might beenfit most of all. 

And then, of course, the fans who, as I said 
somehwere in this article, need better soccer. 

In any case, at the moment we don’t give 
them good soccer. 

What we do give them is mediocre soccer 
and ask them to shiver through it, expecting 
them in vain to leave their cosy loungerooms 
distinctly non-mediocre overseas soccer they 
get on television.

Brunswick Juventus of- 
ficials and players have 
accused Lions of exagger- 
ating claims of dressing 
room violence during and 
after this clash at Rich- 
lands. 


Lions won the match 2-1 and 
the club is considering submit- 
ting a report over scuffles 
which broke out between 
players from both teams at the 
end of each half. 

Lions officials, including 
club treasurer Ben Mollee and 
director Gary Wilkins, have al- 
leged they had to hold back one 
Juventus player who was 
threatening to punch Lions 
midfielder Russell Stewart as 
he made his way to the dres- 
sing room at fulltime. 

The clash came after an al- 
leged halftime altercation 
during which the Lions offi- 
cials claim a Juventus player 
attempted to kick winger Jim 
McDonagh, then threw a 
punch which missed the Scots- 
man but hit young fullback 
Steve Jackson on the back of 
the head. 

The club has accused “‘The 
Juventus No.16"’ for the half- 
time furore. The team sheet 
listed Brian Brown as No.16. 

Juventus Socceroo squad 
member Richard Miranda, 
who admitted to inviting Stew- 
art to continue matters off the 
park as he left the field at full- 
time, denied any other in- 
volvement in the alleged in- 
cidents. 

“Who is Jim McDonagh’’? 
he asked. 

* “T was in the dressing room 
first, so it wasn't me.”’ 

‘The taunt to Russell Stew- 
art was just part of the game. 
I'll do it on the field if I want to 
prove anything,”’ he said. 

‘ But after the match Ju- 
ventus officials took a low-key 
approach to the whole busi- 
ness, 


“There is nothing worth re- 
porting. Players are players; 
there were a few verbal ex- 
changes that’s all,"’ Team 
manager Joe Caruso said. 

And coach John Margaritis 
described the events as ‘‘just 
over-aggression.”’ 

“All the strife would have 
settled between the players 
after the match but the trouble 
started when committeemen 
got involved,"’ Margaritis 
said, making reference to the 
way Lions officials handled the 
matter. 

And referee Alan Kibbler in- 
dicated he and his linesmen 
were considering whether to 
submit a written report on the 
incidents. 

“We were in the shed but 
were aware something was 
going on outside the door. But 
at this stage it would be in- 
appropriate to say just what 
we saw and what we didn’t,” 
Kibbler said.

Heidelberg-Alexander 
ended Melbourne Croatia’s 
17-match unbeaten run by 
winning this top-of-the- 
table clash 2-0 at Olympic 
Park. 

The victory leaves Heidel- 
berg one point clear at the top 
of the National Conference 
ladder, three points ahead of 
Croatia. 

Heidelberg, unbeaten in nine 
straight games, took a gamble 
in fielding two 17-year-old mid- 
fielders, Steve Tasios and John 
Metaxas, replacing captain 
Theo Selemidis and high-scor- 
ing striker Scott Patterson. 

But both Metaxas and 
Tasios played excellent foot- 
ball, supporting central mid- 
fielder e Valentine, one of 
the stars of the game. 

Metaxas and Tasios — both 
members of the Victorian 
team that won the national 
youth championship this year 
— played wide on the flanks, 
and wore out their opponents 
with sheer speed and energy. 

Coach Brian Garvey’s 
switch to a four-man midfield 
has given strikers Steve Winn 
and Stuart Stevenson a lot 
more room up front, and Winn 
in particular certainly made 
the most of it, although he was 
aided by Croatia’s slack mark- 
ing.

clubs coming into the

Clubs 
must entertain. That’s the 
only way we'll attract 
people to matches.

Clubs 
must know exactly where 
they stand and if affiliation 
fees rise and travel costs 
rise, so be it. As long as

lay, we'll start, at last, to 
develop a real national 
competition on a more 
secure basis.

Sydney Olympic was formed as Pan 
Hellenic in 1958 by the late George Zan- 
tiotis, the first president of the club, 
later to become team manager. 


He put a lot of time, money and effort into the early 
years of Pan Hellenic and in the 1960's the club won 
the Second Division championship and was promoted 
to First Division. 

It was in 1968 that Olympic first came close to claim- 
ing a major honor. That year it reached the Grand Final, 
only to lose 4-2 to Sydney City Hakoah after extra time. 

Gary Manuel, who was to join Pan Hellenic the fol- 
lowing year, scored a hat-trick to take Prague to a 3-2

How often 
have you heard people tell you 
about the “ills’ of football? 
“My son would never play 
soccer because of ethnic 
squabbles,”’ says one. “I prefer 
‘to watch good soccer on TV 
(edited highlights from Brit- 
ain),” said another. 


“There is no future in the sport’, 
claims yet another. And just how 
often have you listened almost with- 
out a whimper, at times almost 
believing the poor blighter who had 
the bad manners to criticise your fa- 
vorite sport? 


It is not only refreshing. but. 


encouraging to have had the plea- 
sure of talking to someone who has 
always believed that football “‘if 
presented properly” will have no 
peers in this country. 


I am sure that Francesco (Frank) 
Labbozzetta, a member of Marco- 
ni’s board of directors, need no in- 
troduction. I hope our readers will 
heed the advice given by one who 
has sought success and in his own 
way, achieved results. 

Born in Sinopolli, Calabria, on the 








southern tip of Italy, Francesco fol- 
lowed his father to Australia, land- 
ing on Australian shores in 1955. He 
followed the fortunes of Italian, 
world and Australian soccer through 
the Press, and after years of ling- 
ering on the fringe, he decided to get 
involved with the Marconi club 

As a committee member and the 
manager of the Marconi soccer side 
in 1969, he was instrumental in get- 
ting Marconi promoted to the State 
League. It is interesting to note that 
Carlo Zacariotto and Tony Labboz- 
zetta were also members of the 
committee during that successful 
year. 

With Marconi simply “existing” 
in the following years and in the 
National League, Francesco came 
“up with yet another idea which re- 
generated Marconi. It was Labboz- 
zetta who made sure that Roberto 
Vieri, one of the most successful 
Italian players, joined Marconi. 

It was just the tonic for the 
crowds. 

Peter Sharne and Mark Jankovics 
shone in Marconi colors, with Vieri’s 
commanding figure in midfield 
directing traffic and delivering 
those pin-point passes that seldom 
missed their mark. 

The crowd loved Vieri. 

His elegant touches, deft passes,

even his theatrics thrilled the 
crowds and he was worth every cent 
Marconi spent for him. 

“That is what we need,’’ insists 
Labbozzetta as he sits behind his 
desk at the travel agency in Fair- 
field aptly named Marconi Travel. 

“What’s the use of bringing nu- 
merous below-average British 
players — even average British 
players? They run, fight, give you a 
lot of effort but who needs it? They 
can take it to the docks and work as 














see a show. If I am the customer, 
then I want to see the show and if 
you don’t provide the show, then I'll 
stay home and watch the highlights 
of any British match — because that 
is just a shade better than having to 
go through the trauma of watching 
90 minutes of the same thing live,” 
insisted Labbozzetta. 

“It is our duty to give people value 
for money and I promise you that the 
gates would swell. Have a look at 
our own Bertie Mariani. Against 
Olympic he decided to do something 
different and under pressure he 
flicked the ball between his own legs 
to quickly change direction and de- 
ceive an opponent. The crowd got on 
their feet and applauded, because 
they were pleased that at least 
someone had not only attempted but 
succeeded in providing the skill 
needed to entertain. 

“Can you now imagine an Antog- 
noni or Causio, maybe on the decline 
but with a few good years in their 
feet, parading in Marconi colors? I 
would pay $10, $20, you name it, just 
to see them. Exceptional players 
will give you value, but you must 
invest to achieve your goal. 

““Marconi has almost everything 
— one of the best-looking edifices in 
town, a huge parking area, tennis 
courts, three football pitches .. . 
Alas, one thing is missing — sparkle 
on the football field. I live for it and I 
want to have it and so do most of the 
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Marconi supporters!’” an en- 
thusiastic Labbozzetta exclaims. 


Known to most as Frank, this 
Marconi director does not shy from 
telling the truth. “Our adminis- 
tration is trying hard, but is not get- 
ting far. It is like the players who 
run a lot, bouncing around, cutting 
the turf with their bone-crunching 
tackles. Effort, effort, give me 
more, shouts the coach from the si- 
delines. 

Where does it all take us? 


“Well, administrators seem to do 
the same thing. Three points for a 
win, then two, then three points for 
scoring sO many goals or money 
back for those who feel cheated by 
the standard of the game. 


“Then the latest — American- 
style football competition. 
“Why? 


“If I introduced baseball or grid- 
iron to Australia, then by all means, 
have it all the American way, in- 
cluding the apple pie and the 
creaming soda to every kid who has 
a yearly pass to the stadium. 


“But football, certainly not! Most 
of our migrants are from Europe 
and the system employed in Europe 
should be strictly followed. You 
must copy the master and not the 
pupil and in this case we are copying 
from the Americans and it is hardly 
a nation of football players. 





“To improve the state of the game 
we must give our youngsters more 
than just a go. Fair go does not 
strike me as fully understood by all 
football lovers. Fair go, as far as I 
am concerned, is not just giving 
someone a chance to get on the park, 
making you feel proud of the fact 
that you have sent a 16-year-old into 
battle. 


“Giving someone a go is a far 
more complex and sensible process. 
To go to the basics we must provide 
those who have shown the talent and 
inclination to work on their game 
with the best possible teachers and I 
mean teachers and not necessarily 
retired players. 


‘Most of our coaches are ex-play- 
ers. How many years of schocling 
have they gone through to achieve 
their diplomas? Well, let's skip that 
for a moment. Let's look at someone 
else. The example of Italy’s ‘‘Co- 
verciano’’ — a school for coaches 
which produced some of Italy’s best 
coaches. And if you dream about 
being a coach and your name is 
Paolo Rossi — that is meaningless. 
You must attend Coverciano, then 
you will be given (if you get lucky) a 
lowly Fourth Division team and 
slowly work your way up or out, de- 
pending on your application of the 
knowledge gained through the 
school.” 
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It’s been said that Sydney Olympic’s failure to win an 
NSL title has been one of the great mysteries of soccer. 


That will change this year, 
as we're enjoying our best 
season yet, but it’s worth- 
while analysing the reasons 
for our past failures. 

First, we must look at the 
mass exodus of players in 1983 
— Jim Redfern, Andy Scott, 
Ken Wilson, Micky Cross, Alex 
Jamieson, Tony Gavin, Jim 
Ziras and George Akoutas. 

‘Then the club had to adjust 
to new players like Ricky Her- 
bert, Marshall Soper and Jim 
Patikas. and up-and-coming 
youngsters like Terry Patalis, 
Tony Dakos and Chris Kalant- 
zis. 

This year we've had more 
new players in Nick Theo- 
dorakopoulos and Alex Lam- 
bropoulos. There were also 
changes in the committee and 
in coaches. We had Tommy 
Docherty in 1981, Doug Collins 
in 1982, Docherty again last 
yea: and now Manfred Schae- 

er. 
All those changes have kept 
the club from winning 
championships, although we 
did of course take out the 
National Cup last year. 

This season, though, the 
team has been very stable, and 
fellows like Soper, Dakos, 
Patikas, Mike Coady and 
Peter Raskopoulos are of 
course outstanding talents, so 
the potential of the team is im- 


mense. 

_As individuals, they rank 
among the best in Australia, so 
it follows that we have not yet 
played our best soccer — not 
by a long way. 

Although we haven't been 
drawing the crowds we had 
hoped for, I’m sure that when 
the top five series comes 
along, they'll come back in 
droves. 

Where you finish among the 
top five does not really matter 


— and I think the fans should 
be made aware of this. What 
does matter, is that you win 
the top five series, for the 
winner of that series will be 
the champion of the Confer- 
ence, and the two Conference 
champions then will play off 
home and away for the nation- 
al title. 

Our record in knock-out 
compeitions, or mini-series is 
excellent. We won the Chal- 
lenge Cup and the~ National 
Cup, and so there’s no reason 
why we shouldn’t win the 
nationial championship.

The NSW State League 
has ended, and a lot of con- 
gratulations are in order. 

Inter-Monaro, for exam- 
ple, did tremendously well, 
reaping the benefits of having 
bought Sebastian Giampaolo,

Don Allan gets angry when he sees what he 
calls media bias against soccer prevailing in 


Australia. 


“The media doesn’t do enough to promote the 
game here. Have a look at newspapers on a Satur- 
day morning and see how much local soccer they 


contain. It’s disgraceful, 


Melita Eagles midfielder. 

“T don’t know why that situ- 
ation prevails. All we get up 
here (in Sydney) is Rugby Lea- 
gue. Goodness knows why, for 
it’s such a stupid game, I can’t 
see the point of people running 
into each other and it beats me 
how parents could let their 
kids play that game.” 

Allan is the financial direct- 
or of Grundy TV productions in 
Sydney. He's a qualified ac- 
countant, having successfully 
completed a degree in Busi- 
ness Studies, majoring in ac- 
countancy 

‘‘Maybe international 
success can redress the imba- 
lance in the media coverage of 
soccer compared with other 
football codes. Then again, 
when we competed in the 1974 
World Cup finals in Germany 
there wasn't a big change in 
the Australian media’s atti- 
tude to soccer. The one great 
legacy of our achievements in 
1974 was the formation of the 
National League in 1977.” 

Allan was born in Sydney. 
His soccer career started as a 
junior with Gladesville Horns- 
by. As a 16-year-old he played 
for NSW in the national junior 
championships alongside 
Murray Barnes and Steve O’- 
Connor, the Sydney City 
Hakoah Stars. 

He spent two seasons with 
the now defunct Western 
Suburbs and three with Gran- 
ville, where he made his first 
grade debut. He was lured to 
Pan Hellenic (now Sydney 
Olympic) by then coach Raul 
Bianco, who now coaches 
Allan at Melita, and made his 
first team debut for Pan Helle- 
nic against Sydney City 
Hakoah at Wentworth Park. It 
was as a central striker that 
Allan made his mark and won 
a regular spot in Olympic’s 
line-up for the start of the 
National League. 

Allan switched to Melita in 
1979 for $5,000 and has been 
there ever since. With Melita 


*e 


says the 30-year-old 


coming into the National 
League this year, Allan is one 
of the few present players able 
to make comparisons between 
the 1977 NSL and the 1984 NSL. 

“Early on, everything about 
the NSL was exciting — the 
great jump in standard, the 
crowds, travelling interstate, 
Looking at the playing stan- 
dard right now, it doesn’t seem 
to me that a lot has changed 
since 1977, even though the 
format of the league seems to 
change almost annually. 

‘‘We made a major change 
to the league format for this 
season, under a much-needed 
rationalisation program, so if 
we just throw the current 
format out the window we'll 
simply add to the confusion 
about the league. But I’m puz-. 
zled, to say the least, as to how 
we can have two Brisbane 
clubs in the southern league 
and I think that a basic mis- 
take made this year has been 
holding inter and intra confer- 
ence challenge games. If 
players are confused over the 
league format, how must 
spectators feel? 

“Qn a positive note, it’s 
great to see how many Aus- 
tralian kids are coming 
through the ranks. That’s 
something we didn't have back 
in 1977." 

Allan reckons that he’s been 
fortunate to be under good 
coaches throughout his career. . 
Bruce Stowell and Blanco are 
two of the best in his book. 

“A good coach is one who 
makes training varied and 
interesting. He also has to 
have something above the 
ordinary when it comes to 
tactical planning and motiva- 
tion. Raul and Bruce are good 
coaches.”’ 

Blanco has switched Allan 
this year into midfield, where 
his duties primarily are defen- 
sive. Even at 30, players can 
learn and the responsibilities 
of Allan's new role certainly

have taught him more about 
the game. 

“It's been a learning situ- 
ation for me this year. My role 
is to provide cover for the 
other midfielders and to win 
the ball and give it to Ray Far- 
rugia or John Davies. I'd like 
to score more goals because I 
believe every outfield player 
should be capable of scoring, 
whether he’s a defender, mid- 
fielder or forward 

“But I’m very happy at 
Melita. Okay, injuries and a 
loss of form have caused us to 
go through a bad spell recently 
but I’m still confident that 
we'll make the top five and 
play in the finals.” 

When Melita and Sydney 
Croatia entered the National 
League this year some critics 
said that they'd struggle. They 
were called merely good State 
League sides playing in much 
tougher competition. Allan 
rejects the label. 

_ “The key to having a good 
side is to Keep the players to- 
gether. When you rip the guts 
out of a side it takes a couple 
of years to recover. You see it 
happen so often. Look at 
Melita for exmple. We won the 
State League back in 1980 and

four or five players failed to 
renew contracts and left. It 
took us two seasons to get over 
that. 

“Look at Sydney City. They 
don’t chop and change players 
each year. You've got to keep 
your good players together. 
That's how success rolls along. 

“We basically kept our 
squad together. We knew that 
it would be tougher in the 
National League but we had a 
good squad, we all knew each 
other on and off the field, and 
we knew that we could com- 
plete at this level. 

“‘Personally, I had n0 
worries about the standard of 
the NSL. I'll keep playing for 
as long as I enjoy training and 
playing. Enjoying training is 
really important to me. [f I 
had to wait until Sunday to 
enjoy myself I’d pack it in. I 
like going to training and 
seeing the lads and doing the 
work." 

When the day finally comes 
when training and playing 
don’t give Allan enjoyment, 
will he then turn to coaching? 

“No! No way. That’s the job 
1 can do without, thanks. It’s a 
very, very difficult job and f 
don’t see much joy in it.”
